Based on tlie description in document 2 cited in the international search report, the invention of claim 4 
lacks novelty. Page 8755 of document 2 describes a compound wherein one fucose is linked to the N- 
acetylglucosaraine in the branches of the aforementioned three-branched sugar chain asparagine, and as the 
applicant has also acknowledged in a written reply, this corresponds to the three-branched sugar chain 
asparagme of claim 4. In the written reply the applicant asserts that the aforementioned compound described m 
document 2 is a mixture containing other three-branched asparagines, and therefore the invention of claim 4 is 
novel and mvolves an mventive step. However, because the above compound is recognized and described as a 
smgle compound m document 2, the original decision that the invention of claim 4 lacks novelty remains 
unaffected even though the compound is present in a mixture with other compounds. 

Documents 1 and 2 neither describe nor suggest the inventions of claims 1-3 and 5-12, and therefore these 
mventions are novel and involve an inventive step. 
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
